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Goat Boy Gone 

OC’s very own al-Qaeda propagandist Adam Gadahn is finally dead

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T he Shawal Valley 
is a remote place, 
even by the stan¬ 
dards of Pakistan’s 
Federally Administrated 
Tribal Areas. Located along 
the Shawal River between 
steep mountain walls just 
north of the border between 
South and North Waziristan, 
it is the last redoubt of al- 
Qaeda and Taliban fighters 
who fled Afghanistan after the 
2001 U.S. invasion. Numer¬ 
ous Pakistani military offen¬ 
sives in the lawless region, 
most recently in June 2014, 
have failed to dislodge them, 
although their ranks have 
been decimated, a handful of 
targets at a time, by hundreds 
of CIA drone strikes. 

On Jan. 19, one such 
strike involving four remote- 
controlled missiles blew up a

compound that the CIA had designated 
as an al-Qaeda safe house, killing seven 
suspected militants and injuring four. 
According to an anonymous Pakistani offi¬ 
cial who spoke to NBC News shortly after 
the attack, those killed included “non- 
Pakistani foreign fighters.” It wasn’t until 
April 23 that the White House announced 
that one of those foreign fighters was 
none other than the American face of al- 
Qaeda: Adam Yahiye Gadahn, a.k.a. Azzam 
al-Amriki or Azzam the American. 

Apparently, Gadahn, who had a million- 
dollar price on his head and was wanted 
in the U.S. for treason—he was the first 
American since World War II to achieve 
that dubious honor—was not the actual 
target of the attack. CIA officials claim the 
agency was unaware of his presence at the 
Shawal Valley compound. They apparently 
didn’t inform President Barack Obama, 
who did not order the strike, of Gadahn’s 
death until a few weeks ago, when they 
also let him know about a second missile 
strike in January at a separate compound 
in the area. Unlike the strike that killed 
Gadahn, this attack was, to put it lightly, 
botched. Although the CIA killed its tar¬ 
get, Ahmed Farouq, also inside the build¬ 
ing were two Western hostages: Warren 
Weinstein, an American humanitarian, and 
Giovanni Lo Porto, an Italian aid worker. 

Gadahn’s death, nearly a decade and a 
half after the 9/11 terrorist attacks, brings 
nearly to a close the hunt for al-Qaeda’s 
original core leadership; the only remain¬ 
ing member at large that most Americans 
have heard of is Ayman al-Zawahiri, the 
owl-faced Egyptian surgeon who took 


over command of the terrorist organiza¬ 
tion after the death of Osama bin Laden. 

It’s hard to imagine a stranger Islamic 
terrorist than Gadahn, who was born 
in Oregon in 1978 to a Protestant-raised 
mother and born-again Christian father, 
Philip Pearlman, whose father was a prom¬ 
inent Jewish doctor in Santa Ana who, 
among other philanthropic work, raised 
money on behalf of the Anti-Defamation 
League. Pearlman had grown up in Orange 
County and, while a student at UC Irvine, 
founded a psychedelic rock band, Beat of 
the Earth, which produced an album fea¬ 
turing only two songs. Pearlman changed 
his name to Gadahn, a variation on the 
Hebrew name Gideon, after, as with many 
hippies before him, his quest for enlighten¬ 
ment brought him to religion. 

The younger Gadahn grew up on the 
Riverside goat farm his parents moved to 
as a way to raise a family without the ben¬ 
efits of modern technology: no electricity 
save what could be generated from solar 
panels, no plumbing or running water, 
and an outhouse. He was home-schooled 
and participated in regular Christian 
support-group meetings, had few friends, 
and left few impressions. At some point, 
Gadahn developed an interest in death 
metal, which he later equated with Satan 
worship. A1993 letter he wrote to a fellow 
fan describes the band Sepultura as “poser 
[sic] fools” and mentions how he discov¬ 
ered a library book with “Slayer” scrawled 
inside it, which led him to ponder adding 
on the names of two other bands, Napalm 
Death and Dismember. 

When he completed his home-school¬ 


ing program at the age of 17, he moved to 
Santa Ana to live with his grandparents, 
who introduced him to the Internet via 
their home-computer portal to America 
Online. This appears to be how Gadahn 
first came across writings about Islam. 

In 1995, his curiosity about the religion 
brought him to Garden Grove’s Islamic 
Center, where he converted to the religion 
and met two men who would steer him 
toward radical Islam and, by extension, 
the top ranks of al-Qaeda: Hisham Diab, 
a follower of Omar Abdel Rahman, the 
so-called “Blind Sheikh” who is currently 
in prison for his role in the 1993 World 
Trade Center bombing, and Khalil Deek, 
a Palestinian software engineer who in 
2000 was imprisoned in Jordan for his 
role in an alleged plot to blow up hotels in 
that country. 

In 2007, Diab’s ex-wife, Saraah Olson, 
told the Weekly that Diab and Deek effec¬ 
tively brainwashed Gadahn into becoming 
a terrorist. Olson claimed Diab had an 
angry temper and was abusive to her (a 
claim backed by Haitham Bundakji, the 
former president of the Garden Grove 
mosque), but described Deek as more 
quiet. “He was very soft-spoken,” Olson 
recalled. “I only heard him raise his voice 
once, when he was mad at someone in 
my living room who wouldn’t renounce 
his Christian family.” That person, Olson 
explained, was Gadahn. “Hisham and 
Khalil were telling him, You have to reject 
the fact that your family is Christian—they 
all should die.’” When Gadahn responded 
that his father had actually converted to 
Christianity from Judaism, “[t]hat just set 


them off even more,” she said. 

Both Diab and Deek, whom 
the Jordanians freed citing a 
lack of evidence in the bomb¬ 
ing case, disappeared in Paki¬ 
stan roughly a year before the 
9/11 attacks. Gadahn traveled 
to Pakistan as early as 1998, 
where he studied Arabic and 
the Koran. He returned to Cal¬ 
ifornia briefly, but then went 
back to Pakistan and, as with 
Diab and Deek (both of whom 
are now presumed to be dead), 
entered the tribal areas and 
literally went underground. 

Gadahn didn’t resur¬ 
face until May 2004 in an 
English-language al-Qaeda 
propaganda video, in which 
he called himself “Azzam 
the American” and, through 
a scarf covering his face, 
warned Americans their 
“streets will run red with 
blood.” He had apparently spent the inter¬ 
vening years laboring as a translator and 
video producer for the terrorist group, but 
once he started talking, the videos never 
stopped. Unmasking himself, he pro¬ 
ceeded to deliver rambling lectures, some 
of them running nearly an hour long, 
about the merits of radical Islam, leaving 
one to imagine if anyone other than coun¬ 
terterrorism officials managed to watch 
them in their entirety. 

Before his remote-controlled demise, 
U.S. officials had once declared Gadahn 
dead, and the Pakistani government 
briefly thought it had arrested him at 
a safe house in Karachi. Those reports 
turned out to be incorrect, and letters 
from Gadahn that were found in bin 
Laden’s possession during the raid on his 
Abbottabad safe house show that he was 
in contact with al-Qaeda’s senior leader¬ 
ship as recently as 2011. 

As tame as Gadahn’s videos seem in 
comparison with the sleekly produced 
videos put out by ISIS, his message was 
unmistakably evil. “We love nothing bet¬ 
ter than the heat of battle, the echo of 
explosions and slitting the throats of the 
infidels,” he warned in one video that 
almost mentions Orange County. “It’s 
hard to imagine ... not [to] want to go on 
a shooting spree at the Marines’ housing 
facilities at Camp Pendleton.”

DEAR CLARA THE DOUBTER: There is nothing 
new about Mexico's tradition of lying, of course," 
wrote Andres Oppenheimer in his 1998 book, Bor¬ 
dering on Chaos: Guerrillas , Stockbrokers, Politi¬ 
cians and Mexico's Road to Prosperity. "Since 
as far as historians could remember, double talk 
and deceit had been part of Mexico's culture." 
This line has been used by Know-Nothings ever 
since as proof that Mexicans are never to be 
trusted—never mind that Oppenheimer is an 
elitist Argentine carajo.

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More than 100 years ago, Rosario 
Sainz murdered, beat, fought, 
smuggled and jailbroke his way 
into Orange County’s heart

I t wasn’t enough for Rosario “Zarco” Sainz to break out of the Orange County Jail, 
beat up legendary Sheriff Theo Lacy, toss a female Bible-study teacher against 
a wall, lock them both in a cell, steal a rifle and revolver, then make a run for the 
border. He also wanted a hat. 

Sainz was in for first-degree murder, for shooting a man just for the hell of 
it. He had done four months for the killing after nearly half a year on the lam, a 
seemingly ignoble end to a criminal career that included smuggling Chinese immi¬ 
grants into the United States, assaults, brawls, at least five murders for which he never 
faced punishment, and more nights in the drunk tank than law enforcement in both OC 
and Baja California cared to remember. A trip to the gallows seemed certain—and Sainz 
didn’t give a damn. 

The local press couldn’t get enough of Sainz’s devil-may-care exploits, gunmetal-blue 
eyes and charming personality; the Los Angeles Times gushed he was of “unconquerable 
disposition.” And Zarco called upon those wiles on Oct. 9,1910, as he sat for a Sunday 
noontime jailhouse church service. 

After an hour of hearing a female missionary offer the Word, the 30-year-old got up 
and offered to escort her out of the felons’ ward. Sainz tapped a steel-grated door to let 
Lacy know she was ready to leave—a signal done multiple times by other inmates over 
the years without incident. But Sainz had never done it before, and he’d never do it again. 

Lacy unlocked the inward-swinging door and let the missionary out. As he began 
pulling the heavy door shut, another inmate grabbed onto a handle on the other side 
and began a tug-of-war with the sheriff. Sainz reached through the resulting gap to 
break off the key. He somehow managed to knock down Lacy, who lost his grip and let 
the door swing open. 

Inmates rushed to stop Sainz, but it was too late. He grabbed the Sunday-school 
teacher and threw her inside the cell, then punched Lacy in the face and shoved him 
in as well. He quickly shut the door, then ran off with a partner. And in the middle of 
all this chaos, Sainz looked at an inmate imprisoned for trying to kill a brother-in-law

and took his hat. Just like that. The hat 
was black. 

Lacy recovered to lead the largest 
search in Orange County history up to 
that time, deputizing anyone and every¬ 
one who might find the fugitives. But 
he never found Sainz. It was Sainz who 
turned himself in, who got Lacy tossed 
out of office, who made a mockery out of 
OC law enforcement, and embarrassed 
the establishment again and again. His 
saga, long-forgotten, never featured any of 
the revolutionary undertones of infamous 
California Latino gunslingers of yore such 
as Joaquin Murrieta or Tiburcio Vasquez 
and lacked the nationwide notoriety of 
Willie Boy, the Chemehuevi Indian whose 
kidnapping of his lover and subsequent 
trek through the Mojave Desert in 1909 is 
considered the West’s last manhunt. 

Nope, Zarco Sainz was a bad hombre, 
plain and simple. And the Orange County 
public loved every moment of it. 

ittle is known about Sainz’s early 
life. Newspaper accounts say he 
was born in 1880 in Mexico, that his 
father was from Ensenada and his 
mother a California Indian, and that 
the family moved to Anaheim when 
Sainz was 6. Listed as a laborer in 
city directories, Sainz eventually supple¬ 


mented his income by sneaking Chinese 
into the U.S. from Mexico at a time when 
so-called Celestials were banned from 
legally immigratingto this country. After 
jumping bail in Anaheim following an 
arrest for public intoxication, Sainz moved 
to Ensenada in 1902 and became a police 
officer. He only stayed with that job for 
a year before tiring of it and returning to 
banditry in el Norte. 

Along the way, he acquired the nick¬ 
name “Zarco,” meaning “blue-eyed” 
in Spanish, though it’s a term usually 
reserved for horses—a nod to his wild 
ways. At nearly 6 feet tall, with a bold 
mustache, scars on his nose and near his 
left eye, and prone to wearing Stetsons, 
Sainz cut a fearful figure through Orange 
County’s Mexican camps—and then there 
was his rap sheet. 

He earned his first newspaper clipping 
in 1907 by killing a friend. At 4 o’clock in 
the morning, after a Fourth of July party 
near Corona, Sainz shot Emitorio Grigalba 
dead. Police detained Sainz, who told 
them he was “handling” a revolver when 
it accidentally discharged. Witnesses cor¬ 
roborated the story, so he was set free. Two 
years later, in February 1909, Sainz was 
arrested again for shooting at someone. 

He claimed self-defense; again, no charges 
were filed. 

That September, Sainz joined a sheep¬ 
shearing crew in Sunset Beach led by 
Santos Carrisosa. The Anaheim native 
wasn’t exactly the best boss: Two of his 
workers had murdered co-workers in the 
past seven years, and Carrisosa’s work

camps were notorious for hosting blind 
pigs—impromptu speakeasies. After an 
evening of work and drink, Sainz entered 
one of the worker tents and challenged 
everyone inside to a fight. To show he was 
serious, Sainz flashed his treinta-treinta—a. 
Winchester 94 rifle—and fired six shots at 
a can. They all hit. 

“This is the way I am going to kill one 
or two tonight,” he warned everyone. He 
went to another tent to issue the same 
sanguinary boast, but he fell down along 
the way. Sainz demanded to know who 
had tripped him; when no one answered, 
he announced, “I’ll go outside and kill two 
or three.” 

He walked about 100 yards toward the 
sunset, turned, then fired three shots in the 
direction of the tents. One of them killed 
Jose Machado instantly. Carrisosa and oth¬ 
ers quickly alerted authorities, who tried 
to give chase. They tracked Sainz as far as 
Garden Grove—then he vanished. 

Regional papers immediately jumped 
on the story, especially when word came 
three months later that Sainz was in an 
Ensenada jail, arrested for public intoxi¬ 
cation and battery. But just as quickly as 
Sheriff Lacy arranged extradition, Sainz 
was released. He snuck back into Orange 
County twice to smuggle Chinese, as well 
as to let Carrisosa know he was coming 
for him; the frightened mayordomo alerted 
Lacy and pleaded for protection. Luckily, 
Ensenada officials arrested Sainz again in 
February 1910, this time for allegedly beat¬ 
ing a woman while drunk. “The sheriff 
will go after the man,” the Register wrote. 

Mexican officials, however, kept delay¬ 
ing Sainz’s extradition. He finally showed 
up in Orange County Superior Court 
June 15 in handcuffs, nine months after 


murdering Machado. “Give him but the 
slightest advantage, and he will fight his 
way through wildcats,” the Register wrote, 
with a deputy sheriff adding, “If he had a 
chance to run, he would run.” 

Sainz pleaded not guilty and was con¬ 
temptuous of everything. He told Judge 
Zephaniah B. West during a preliminary 
hearing that he spent the evening of 
Machado’s death passed out from drinking 
so much, getting up only because someone 
woke him to say he had killed a man. Sainz 
couldn’t remember if he had or hadn’t, 
he told West, but he put the blame for 
Machado’s death on Carrisosa for selling 
illegal hooch. Witnesses, however, main¬ 
tained that Sainz was sober before, during 
and after the shooting. While people testi¬ 
fied against Sainz, he flashed grins at all of 
them—and his mother laughed out loud at 
one point during the proceedings. 

It was around this time that Sainz’s 
story caught the attention of Terry E. 
Stephenson, a pioneering Orange County 
historian who’d go on to be an editor and 
part owner of the Register. For the Los 
Angeles Times, he penned an article titled 
“Border Outlaw Gun Fighter Chafes in Jail 
in Santa Ana” that sealed Sainz’s legend in 
Southern California. 

“From Ensenada to Los Angeles, 

Zarco Sainz is known for cruel, merci¬ 
less deeds,” Stephenson warned, in prose 
out of a Zane Grey novel. He pinned five 
murders, numerous brawls, much opium 
smuggling and scores of battered women 
on Sainz, yet offered grudging respect 
toward the criminal. 

“He combines with his inborn inclina¬ 
tion to misdeeds an unusual intelligence 
and a fair education,” Stephenson wrote. 
“His blood is cold, and his faith in his luck 












supreme. In the scores of tight places he 
has been in, he has always come out on 
top, and why should he worry?” 
Stephenson was right.

M urderer and 

FORGER BREAK 
JAIL,” screamed the 
headline of the Reg¬ 
ister on Oct. 10,1910. 
Accompanying Sainz 
was Alejo Macias, who 
was serving time for passing bad checks. 
Leaving the Orange County Jail, they stole 
bikes from a brother and sister and took 
off into the walnut groves in north Santa 
Ana, where they climbed trees and hid 
in them for hours. After a visit to Macias’ 
sister in El Modena and Sainz’s mother in 
Anaheim, the two walked and hiked their 
way to Mexico. 

A humiliated Lacy told his deputies to 
shoot Sainz on sight; he even deputized 
Carrisosa and other Sainz enemies, hop¬ 
ing they had a bead on their mutual target. 
But no one found Sainz. He became a 
phantom—rumors of Sainz sightings filled 
OC’s newspapers for months afterward. 

He was seen riding on horseback in Santa 
Ana. Someone saw him enjoy a chicken 
dinner in El Modena. Witnesses insisted 
Sainz once enjoyed a smoke in the Tustin 
foothills and that Sainz and Macias cooked 
a meal in an orange grove off Brookhurst 
Avenue in Anaheim. 

On Nov. 8, news came that both 
Macias and Sainz were captured in Baja 


California: “Desperado Saiz [sic] Taken 
Beyond the Border,” read the headline in 
the Anaheim Gazette. Lacy’s sole Latino 
deputy, Teofilo Cervantes, was the officer 
who originally brought Sainz back from 
Baja California and had spent the previ¬ 
ous months on the trail of the two, finally 


tracking them to the Sierra de Juarez 
mountains near Ensenada. The newspa¬ 
per reported that Mexican federates had 
captured Sainz while trying to smuggle 
over more Chinese. But it turned out they 
had actually captured Macias, while Sainz 
remained at large. Upon reaching the 


Orange County Jail, Macias told the press 
he was a patsy, that he kept having to talk 
Sainz down from killing people, and that 
he had to smuggle Chinese for Sainz under 
threat of death. Judge West wasn’t sympa¬ 
thetic, sentencing Macias to San Quentin 
State Prison for 13 years. 


Sainz’s non-capture proved yet another 
embarrassment to Lacy, who had to fend 
off accusations that the initial announce¬ 
ment was an October surprise meant to 
guarantee his election the following day. 
He had previously lost the sheriff’s post 
in 1894 due to mismanagement of the 


original Orange County Jail, one that saw 
so many jailbreaks that OC supervisors 
ordered the construction of a new one. 
Political ploy or not, Lacy lost the 1910 
election and never held office again. His 
last public move was to withdraw a $100 
reward for the capture of Sainz. 

Months passed. Then, in March 1911, the 
San Diego Tribune published a seemingly 
impossible story: Not only had they located 
Sainz, but he was also working as a police 
officer again in Ensenada and had enjoyed 
protected status from Colonel Celso Vega, 
the political boss of Baja California under 
President Porfirio Diaz, after Sainz saved 
him during the Siege of Mexicali. As a gen¬ 
darme, Sainz shook down shopowners by 
openly boasting he was wanted in los Esta- 
dos Unidos for killing a man. Cervantes 
quickly dismissed such rumors, telling the 
Register, “I don’t believe it for a minute.... 
If Sainz is taking any part in the revolution, 
he undoubtedly will be with the insurrec- 
tos, where his outlaw friends are.” 

Just as with his former boss Lacy, Cer¬ 
vantes was proven wrong. In the streets 
of Ensenada, Sainz heard a sailor shout, 
“;Viva Madero!”—referring to Francisco 
Madero, the presidential candidate who 
was the figurehead leader of rebels dur¬ 
ing the Mexican Revolution. According 
to witnesses, Sainz dared the sailor to 
repeat the praise; he did. Sainz shot him 
on sight, and Vega’s government finally 
incarcerated him. 

This time, extradition only took days.

Back in Orange County Jail, Sainz held 
court with newspaper reporters. He said 
he joined the federates’ cause and fought in 
multiple battles, but eventually soured on 
the Diaz regime and refused Vega’s order 
to join a dangerous mission, telling him, 
“You dare not [order me]; I’m an American 
citizen.” He boasted of returning to OC 
multiple times during his half-year on the 
run, not just to smuggle Chinese, but also 
to collect debts. He felt his luck was better 
facing the death penalty in the States than 
remaining in Mexico. 

“I’m glad I’m here,” Sainz told the Reg¬ 
ister. Down there, the rebels had sent word 
they would kill me on sight, and they sure 
would, too. And Vega was mad at me, and 
if I got away from Ensenada with both 
sides fighting, I would sure get killed. I 
would be just one against all of them. 

“Down there,” he repeated, “I was sure to 
get killed. Up here, my life is safe anyhow.” 

His trial lasted two weeks. Sainz’s lawyers 
pursued their client’s borracho defense and 
also noted it was a revolver shot that killed 
Machado, while Sainz had menaced every¬ 
one with a rifle. Witnesses nevertheless 
stuck to their stories, even as Sainz smiled 
and laughed at them through the trial.

A jury deliberated for just three hours. 
To pass the time, Sainz had written on a 
piece of cardboard, “hung jury,” “acquittal” 
and “murder in the first degree,” passing it 
to the bemused deputy in charge of watch¬ 
ing over him as the courtroom awaited the 
verdict. When the foreman announced 
Sainz was guilty of first-degree murder 
and faced execution by hanging, Sainz 
smiled. “He was far less affected by the 
terrible gravity of the situation than was 
the judge,” the Times wrote. 

Condemned to death, Sainz tried to 
rehabilitate his image. From San Quen¬ 
tin’s death row, he sent a letter to the 
Register claiming that some of the crimes 
added to his name weren’t true: “I never 
did beat a woman and never did steal, 
for I am not a thief.” He let fans know 
through his friends in the press that an 
autobiography was in the works and 
that he was confident his case would be 
overturned. He even wrote a letter to the 
Bible-study teacher assaulted during his 
escape—not to apologize, but to ask if she 
could “give my regards” to everyone who 
had put him in jail. 

Sainz’s story kept selling newspapers, 
his name now shorthand for unbeliev¬ 
able criminal exploits. A July 3,1911, 
Register article about another bandit had 
the headline “Not Our Sainz, But His 
Adventure Sounds Like Sainz.” A couple 
of weeks later, the same newspaper ran 
his San Quentin mugshot: defiant, smirk- 










































ing, unapologetic. What they didn’t show, 
though, was the next photo the San Quen¬ 
tin guards took of Sainz: in his prison 
uniform, head and mustache shorn, look¬ 
ing almost alien and bored. None of the 
romance spun by the press. 

But Lady Luck would bless Sainz again. 
A state appeals court tossed out his case, 
ruling Judge West didn’t give the jury 
the option of sending Sainz to prison for 
life. The court did it grudgingly, noting 
Sainz’s “ugly passions were aroused by his 
voluntary intoxication” and that his crime 
was the “expression of a mind inflamed by 
intoxicants, brutal, malignant and on [a] 
murder bent.” 

Back in Orange County, Sainz took a 
victory lap, shaking hands in his cell with 
visitors and acting “like a big boy back for 
a picnic,” according to the Register. “This 
thing of going out with a rope around my 
neck and somebody to let me drop,” he 
told reporters, “never suited me a bit.” 

His fame only grew as he waited for a 
second trial. He served as a translator for 
Mexican inmates when they went to court 
and gave his thoughts to the press about 
other outlaws of the day. Judges asked 
convicts whether Sainz was givingthem 
legal advice; the Times even tried to pin 
another death on him, claiming he gave 
bad guidance to an inmate that led to a 
death sentence. 

Meanwhile, Sainz’s attorneys tried to 
get a change of venue, arguing stories 
about their client were “extensively read 
by the people of the county,” that “it is a 
matter of common remark on the streets 
that any jury which does not hang the 
defendant should be promptly hung by the 
people.” West declined. 

As a last resort, Sainz’s defense brought 
in a new, star witness: George Guzman, 
who was in the same sheep-shearing camp 
during the murder and was Sainz’s partner 
in smuggling Chinese. He told the same 
story Sainz had stuck to—that Zarco was 
too drunk to stand, let alone fire a rifle. 
Sainz’s mom also now claimed that Car- 
risosa offered to drop the whole case for 
$50. The jury was only swayed to send 
Sainz to San Quentin for life. 

If Sainz was affected at all, he never 
really showed it; while the verdict was read, 
he twirled his mustache and swung his foot 
underneath the table. At his sentencing, 
West told him, “I think that you enjoyed 
being considered a dangerous man, and you 
shot Machado to increase your reputation 
as a man not afraid of anything on Earth.” 

“Yes, I am afraid of one thing, judge,” he 
said, grinning. “I am afraid of rattlesnakes.” 

Defiant until the end. 

ainz died in San Quentin on Feb. 
19,1918. Before leaving Orange 
County, he announced to report¬ 
ers he planned to learn music. 
Upon reaching the prison, he told 
the executioner, “Well, old man, I 
beat you out of $50”—the amount 
he would’ve gotten to kill Sainz. 

That’s all that’s known about his final 
years. Prison records only say he passed 
away in the hospital. By request of his 


stepfather, Sainz was buried in the San 
Quentin graveyard, nowadays abandoned 
and overtaken by the elements. In the 
obituary for Sainz, the Register called 
him “one of the most desperate charac¬ 
ters ever harbored by Orange County,” 
adding that “if there were ever a man 
who deserved death at the end of a rope, 
he was that man.” 

And with the passing of Sainz, the 
Wild West era of Orange County ended. 
At the end of 1912, the so-called Tomato 
Springs Bandit gunned down Under¬ 
sheriff Robert Squires, who had guarded 
Sainz throughout his trials. Any nostalgia 
for picaresque thugs went away with that 
shootout. The escalating violence of the 
Mexican Revolution made all Mexican 


criminals threats to genteel society. And 
once the severity of Sainz set in—this 
was a man, after all, who escaped prison, 
beat up the sheriff and shamed Orange 
County law enforcement—county 
chroniclers made sure to not include 
his story in the history books. A search 
through county tomes found just one 
mention of him, in former OC archivist 
Phil Brigandi’s 2001 Old Orange County 
Courthouse: A Centennial History— and 
even then, Brigandi got Sainz’s story 
wrong, turning the Sunday Bible-study 
escape into a dinner and claiming it was 
an inmate who freed Lacy when no such 
thing happened. 

Only the Santa Ana Register kept Sainz’s 
memory alive. It would retell his tale in 


roundups of OC history every couple of 
years through the 1940s. “Rosario was a 
good-natured, gleeful kind of bandit,” the 
paper once reminded readers, “until he 
began to indulge a desire to try out his jack- 
rabbit marksmanship on sheep herders.” 

Sainz left behind no personal journal, no 
known relatives, no markers—just his crimes 
and his words documented by a press corps 
that made him a short-lived sensation. 

‘You bet I had a good time,” he told the 
Register, shortly after being captured in 
Baja California, describing his time down 
there as well as his life. “Did I work? Not a 
day, no, sir... no work, saloons and living 
wild, hiding in the bushes most of the time, 
and a lot of fighting.”

Whether we all realize it or not, 
the world around us now runs on 
code. Code is the language used by 
programmers to instruct computers 
to perform desired actions, and 
without it the basics of modern life - 
from software, apps and websites to 
laptops, phones and even microwaves 
- couldn’t function. 

Coding has become so intrinsic and 
ubiquitous to contemporary society 
that, last September, it was added to 
the UK’s national curriculum for 5-14 
year-olds. 

“Coding is currently the number- 
one skill in demand worldwide,” 
said Aaron Skonnard, CEO and 
cofounder of online training platform 
Pluralsight. “Like reading and math, 
we need to reach the realization that 
literacy in computer science is just 
as critical in today’s world where 
everything revolves around some 
form of technology.” 


languages,” said Skonnard. 

And while not all of us wish to 
become computer scientists, a 
foundational understanding of code 
is now an asset in any number of 
ostensibly “non-tech” career fields. 

“Software development is 
fundamental to a number of different 
industries,” said Kristin Smith, CEO 
of technical education provider 
Code Fellows. “It’s in music, 
fashion, supply chain/logistics, 
healthcare, agriculture, sports, 
retail, manufacturing, investing, 
transportation, automobiles, 
accounting, consumer products ... 
the list goes on.” 

There are numerous different 
programming languages, with each 
being optimized for different types 
of tasks. While those desirable to an 
individual job-seeker will depend on 
their chosen career field, any coding 
knowledge is better than none.

Code.org predicts that one million 
of 1.4 million available computing 
jobs will go unfilled by 2020 due to 
a lack of qualified professionals, and 
notes that computer programming 
jobs are growing at a rate twice the 
national average. 

“According to the U.S. Bureau 
of Labor Statistics, jobs in the 
programming segment are projected 
to grow 8 percent over the next seven 
years and coders can make up to 
$300 an hour or more if they master 
the most in-demand programming 


“Technology is constantly 
changing and evolving, so nearly 
any good experience with any 
programming languages in a 
professional environment is going 
to be very attractive to employers 
across industries,” Smith explained. 
“Many employers like to see Java 
and C++ because of the computer 
science components of it, but mobile 
development in iOS and Android as 
well as Web development technology 
stacks including JavaScript, HTML, 
and CSS are also in high demand.” 














The complicated functions of 
enterprise and financial systems often 
require languages such as C# and 
Java, while design- and media-related 
web and software development 
usually looks to the more versatile 
and functional likes of Objective-C, 
PHP, Ruby, and JavaScript. Python 
and Perl are also popular. 

While many coders are self-taught, 
at least to a certain level (Skonnard 
recalled teaching himself how to 
code on his family’s Apple 2 at age 
10), there are numerous resources 
available to help. 

“There are many free and affordable 
online resources for learning 
development from universities such 
as Codeacademy, edX and Coursera, 
as well as general online tutorials 
from the organizations driving the 
language,” said Peleus Uhley, lead 
security strategist at Adobe. “If you 
prefer engaging with other people, 
the software development community 
tends to be very welcoming of new 
members and have local meet-ups 
that are free to attend.” 

Popular online coding courses are 
also provided by Treehouse, Code 
School and Pluralsight, or for more 
formal training there are college 
computer science programs and 
classes offered by technical education 
providers such as Code Fellows. 

“Coding boot camps are becoming 
more popular and are another great 
way to quickly become immersed in 
a new topic,” Skonnard explained. “I 
also am a strong proponent of Code, 
org’s global Hour of Code movement. 
With nearly 50,000 worldwide Hour 
of Code events, people of all ages can 
participate and improve their coding 
skills in just 60 minutes.” It’s crucial 
to not just learn code in the first 
place, but also to keep up with ever- 
evolving programming language. 

“Staying up-to-date with emerging 
technologies and the skills needed 
to master them will help job seekers 
stay ahead of the curve,” said 
Skonnard. “The National Academy of 
Engineering predicts that half of what 
software developers know about their 
respective fields becomes obsolete 
within two years. This estimate was 
issued in 2002, and with how fast 
technology is changing today, the 
half-life is probably much less now. 

While programming certifications 


are available and can be a useful tool 
to communicate a job seeker’s skill 
level, these will typically only get 
a candidate through the first level 
of human resources screening. With 
software development evolving so 
rapidly, specific certifications can 
soon appear outdated. 

“Expect the employer to test 
your knowledge in the phone and 
onsite interviews,” said Uhley. “If 
you can publish samples of your 
coding projects, then that can help as 
well. Ask an experienced developer 
for feedback on your code before 


showing it in an interview.” 

Whatever its languages and 
applications, coding seems set to 
be an asset to job seekers for the 
foreseeable future. 

“I think that, eventually, everyone 
will know how to code,” said Smith. 
“Just like learning math, though, 
we’ll all have a certain amount of 
knowledge, and then others will 
focus on their skills and use them 
professionally in a more in-depth 
career.” Both direct coding jobs 
and positions where coding instead 
empowers another field, such as 


biology, will continue to grow, said 
Uhley. 

“Be sure to research which 
[languages] are currently being used 
in your target field. If you fear that you 
might study the wrong language, then 
there is hope - most programming 
languages offer developers the same 
basic tools for solving problems,” 
he explained. “Once you know how 
to express your idea using those 
tools in one language, switching the 
idea to another similar language is 
often a relatively straightforward 
translation.”

Ignore Vegan Nirvana’s propaganda video and go straight for the BLT and fish tacos.

T he first thing I saw as I walked 
into Vegan Nirvana were 
pigs suffering in sow crates, a 
chicken whose neck was nearly 
plucked of all its feathers and a dairy 
cow that looked particularly sad. These 
images were all on a video the restaurant 
looped on a huge flat-screen at the back 
of the restaurant. Part propaganda film, 
part PowerPoint presentation that flipped 
through photos of famous vegetarians, 
if s something PETA can easily use as a 
recruitment tool. But here at the restau¬ 
rant, it seemed like preaching to the choir. 
Does anyone need to be shown the evils of 
factory farming when they’re already sit¬ 
ting down to order a vegan BLT? 

I conveniently chose a table that was 
out of the video’s line of sight. There were 
less appetite-destroying distractions to 
look at. A kooky flying-saucer UFO mural 
filled one wall; a small, cascading water¬ 
fall gurgled on the other. And then there 
was the rumor that a guy in a cow cos¬ 
tume might jump out at any minute and 
dance to house music. 

The menu took every ounce of my undi¬ 
vided attention to read. It’s the kind of list 
in which the act of ordering a meal is akin 
to code breaking. “Divine Eternity,” “Gar¬ 
den of Eden,” “Kingdom of God”—these 
are all names of dishes. The fish tacos, 
by the way, are called “Ultimate Libera¬ 
tion,” but when our waiter, a tall affable 
gent with giant gages in his earlobes, 
came around, I told him, “I’ll have the fish 
tacos and the fried shrimp.” It seemed 
too weird to say to a complete stranger I 
wanted an “Ocean of Love.” 

As I devoured the first of the four fish 


tacos on the plate, I told my date that if 
I were blindfolded and served this taco 
along with one from Rubio’s, I probably 
wouldn’t be able to tell which was using 
the fake fish. And if you asked me which 
I liked better, I’d actually pick this one. It 
was spot-on on texture, falling apart into 
flakes as though actual cod, and there 
were two huge fried pieces of something 
stuffed into each soft corn tortilla fold 
with the proper amount of cabbage, pico 
de gallo and vegan white sauce. 

The fried-shrimp appetizer was 
another revelation. Covered in a crisp 
breading, then wok-tossed with an 
aromatic saute of garlic, green onions, 
jalapenos and basil akin to a classic salt- 
and-pepper seafood dish at a Vietnamese 
restaurant, the “shrimp” were in the 
shape of gigantic mutant cashews. Their 
consistency was somewhere between 
crawfish and imitation crab. If the restau¬ 
rant wanted to show a video, I thought, 
why not a How It’s Made documentary on 
how it managed to transform soy protein 
into these wonders of food science? 

On my second visit, I took two more 
friends, purposely seating them so their 
backs were facing the TV. For drinks, we 
ordered limeades, zippy elixirs flavored 
with berries and fruit of which the jack- 
fruit is best. 

For an appetizer, we asked for that 
“Divine Eternity” dish—butter lettuce 
leaves filled with a chewy mess of vegan 
chicken shreds wok-tossed with veggies 
and an overly salty sauce. It was, I think, 
an attempt at RF. Chang’s chicken lettuce 
cups. As entrees, we ate stir-fries that 
used more of that ropy vegan chicken and 


tofu, as well as a dish that drowned fried 
shrimp in a cloying sweet-and-sour with 
pineapple—both of which none of us liked 
very much. 

And then there were the spongy fried- 
chicken fingers that reminded everyone 
of the ones we ate as kids in the school 
cafeteria. In fact, it was so uncanny that 
one of us asked aloud what percentage of 
those school chicken fingers was actually 
chicken. 

Next came the dish that made our 
night: the “BLT Awakening,” which 
turned out to be exactly that. Here was a 
sandwich that had all the requisite crisp¬ 
ness and smokiness that any bacon-loving 
American would require of a good BLT, 
perhaps the most convincing argument 
that veganism is an achievable dietary 
choice. “I actually like this better than a 
real BLT,” one of my companions blurted 
out to my shock. 

Finally, at exactly 8 p.m. that Saturday, 
the lights at the restaurant dimmed, the 
music got louder, and then the dude in 
the cow suit leaped out of the kitchen and 
shook his udder in a nearly two-minute 
dance that caught most of the unsuspect¬ 
ing vegans midchew. Amidst the flashing 
rainbow of lights, we clapped, hollered 
and wondered where on his costume 
would be an appropriate place to slip dol¬ 
lar bills. More of this, please, instead of 
pseudo-PETA sads.

Like the Viet Grandma You Never Had 

Bo kho at Song Long Restaurant 


S ometimes, when you’re young 
and find yourself in Little Sai¬ 
gon, you don’t want to go to 
a crawfish joint, a shaved-ice 
spot, to Afters or any of the other hotspots 
second-generation Viets opened in the 
past five years. Sometimes, you just want 
to hang with the elders and do it old- 
school. Sometimes, you just want a bowl 
of bo kho at Song Long Restaurant. 

This legendary spot is now in its fourth 
decade of serving French-Vietnamese 
dishes, among the first in the county to do 
so. And while the steaks are epic, the pork 
chops downright Gallic and the baguettes 
always wonderful, it’s the bo kho that 
so many turn to. It remains one of Little 
Saigon’s most criminally underappreci¬ 
ated meals, probably because it’s so unas¬ 
suming. The beef stew doesn’t have the

MAKE Than. CLOUDS 

Customization is one of the key elements to vaping. There are plenty 
of different types of devices out there, including custom mods that are 
customized by the user for a particular outcome. Along with that , there are 
a ton of flavored e-liquids, including tobacco flavors, mints, fruit flavors and 
more. Some users vape for the flavor, and some vape for the clouds. 


Referred to as “cloud chasers", 
this group of users vape with the 
intention of creating huge clouds 
of smoke with their devices. The 
customization process used by cloud 
chasers varies, but for the most 
part it includes heating the battery 
to a very high heat. Unfortunately, 
when negligent or inexperienced 
users attempt cloud chasing, device 
failures and serious accidents can 
occur including overheating, melting 
and in extreme cases, explosion. 
Therefore, it is strongly advised 
that new e-smokers learn mods 
through a shop, such as Local Vape 
(in Costa Mesa) instead of manually 
altering a device with no experience. 



Even experienced vapers who have 
thorough understanding of batteries 
and the load capacity of a device's 
battery are still cautious due to 
the accidents that can occur if not 
performed correctly. 

Fortunately, modification isn't 
the only way to get big vapor out 
your device. If you are looking to 
increase your vapor and make some 


bigger clouds, here are a couple 
alternatives for you to try: 

VG Ratio - Users who want 
to increase vapor production 
without modification can custom 
mix their e-liquid with a higher 
percentage of vegetable glycerin 
(VG). While PG gives a stronger 
"throat hit", VG captures the 
moisture from the air a bit better 
than PG, therefore creating larger 
clouds of smoke. The more VG in 
your e-liquid, the bigger the cloud 
you'll make. 

One thing to keep in mind, 
however, is that VG does not hold 
flavor as well as PG, therefore 
you might lose a bit of taste. 
Customization is all about choices: 
would you rather skimp a little on 
flavor to produce bigger clouds? 
Or skimp a little on clouds to enjoy 
bigger flavor? 

Coils - Using a device that has 
a lower ohm coil is also a way to 
increase your clouds. Coils with 
lower ohms get hotter quicker 
because they have lower ohms. 
This makes the e-liquid burn faster, 
which gives you more of the vapor 
output. 

A thing to keep in mind with this 
technique, however, is that since 
the e-liquid burns faster, a user will 
run out of e-liquid faster. So if you're 
on a budget, this might not be the 
best option for you. Regardless of 
your intention for vaping, there's 
always a custom mod for it. If you 
haven't yet, try cloud chasing. Go 
ahead, be a dragon.

Man vs. Machine 

Joss Whedon fights to keep his Avengers human

A vengers: Age ofUltron is a com¬ 
plicated, ticking machine—a 
cuckoo clock under attack. 
Returning helmer Joss 
Whedon is earnestly trying to make a 
movie out of a bag of bolts: six stars, nine 
cameos, three enemies and at least 10 films 
to go before the climactic Avengers: Infin¬ 
ity War—Part II opens in May 2019. In Age 
ofUltron’ s opening tracking shot through a 
forest battlefield, you sense Whedon rac¬ 
ing to cram it all in before the bell tolls. 

His camera (or, really, his computer) 
swoops from Black Widow (Scarlett 
Johansson) steering a jeep to Hawkeye 
(Jeremy Renner) zipping arrows, then to 
Thor (Chris Hemsworth) to Captain Amer¬ 
ica (Chris Evans) to the Hulk (Mark Ruf- 
falo) to a slow-motion tableau of the five 
leaping toward the right as Iron Man (Rob¬ 
ert Downey Jr.) whizzes overhead, sucking 
the lens into his backdraft and pulling us 
to a firefight over a medieval fort. Finally, 
Whedon exhales and cuts, givingthe first 
close-up to, of course, that megalomaniac 
and box-office cash cow Tony Stark. 

Our tone is set, not that we didn’t know 
the tone already. Age ofUltron doesn’t 
bother with surprises. It simply is— a 
movie monolith for the devout. A Zen calm 
has overtaken the characters, who fight 
and flip without ever being short of breath. 
Laser bolts can miss them by inches, and 
they’ll nonchalantly crack a joke about 
home remodeling, as though that seconds- 
ago near-death never happened. Though 


the whole planet is in peril—as ever—their 
attitude is so low-stakes that we forget, 
too. In the Age of Underslept Animators, 
blockbuster warfare is just a digital blur. 

Whedon, who also wrote the script, 
recognizes that fans come for the kicks 
but remember the quips. He wants to give 
us everything, and that he fits it all in is its 
own kind of feat. Age ofUltron is a mid¬ 
dling film, yet it’s so heavy with his sweat it 
never feels like a lazy cash-in—which for a 
preordained summer megahit is an accom¬ 
plishment. Whedon is a people-pleaser, the 
kind of old-school director who can confi¬ 
dently pivot between genres, even within 
the same film. I sometimes think Holly¬ 
wood would be better off with more master 
craftsmen such as him and fewer tortured 
geniuses aping Christopher Nolan. (Our 
film schools would certainly be emptier.) 

Whedon seems as though he might be 
happy to split the difference and shave 
$50 million from Age ofUltron’s total 
haul if audiences would applaud it as the 
best movie ever. (Many will anyway, but 
Whedon is smart enough to shun cheap 
compliments.) It’s at once more medio¬ 
cre and exhausted than the original, but 
also more thoughtful. The gags are still 
distracting—in the first film, they mostly 
came from mean-spirited Stark acting as 
the MC at a roast; now they’re more tied 
in to the characters, such as Cap bemoan¬ 
ing he can’t afford to move back home to 
Brooklyn. Everyone’s tempers still run as 
hot-and-cold as a hormonal teenager’s, 


and mid-film, the team is angry at one 
another just because the film says so. Yet 
it’s also more structurally stable than the 
first Avengers, which had to spend half 
its running time just shoving everyone 
in the same room. Since then, Thor, Iron 
Man and Captain America have all had 
full sequels of their own, allowing Ultron 
to allocate its attention to relative newbies 
Black Widow, Hulk and Hawkeye. 

Black Widow and Bruce Banner are 
beginning to flirt, which Johansson’s 
Russian killer does with all the subtlety 
of a wallflower wasted on Tequiza at 
her goodbye-high-school party. Banner 
continues to be racked with guilt about 
his green rampages and spends his cool¬ 
down time listening to opera on Beats By 
Dre headphones. There’s a good moment 
when Thor fails to cheer him up by beam¬ 
ing, “The gates of Hell are filled with the 
screams of his victims!” And there’s a great 
moment when Hawkeye admits to being 
marginal to the team, mock-groaning, 
“We’re fighting a city of robots, and I have 
a bow and arrow—this makes no sense.” 
But Hawkeye’s newly revealed secret wife 
(Linda Cardellini) gets the best line of all, 
sending him off to war with ‘You know I 
totally support your avenging.” 

For all the fuss about these billion-dollar 
Avengers, that word—avenger—has been 
curiously overlooked. To avenge, one 
must first be attacked. Yet “avenger” best 
describes Ultron’ s new villains Quicksilver 
(Aaron Taylor-Johnson) and Scarlet Witch 


(Elizabeth Olsen), as orphan twins from the 
war-torn fictional land of Sokovia, where 
locals speak English with a Dracula accent. 
Quicksilver and Scarlet Witch’s parents 
were killed by Stark-brand bombs. Is it fair 
they want Iron Man dead? Ultron dares to 
ask the question, but it can’t actually answer. 

Meanwhile, Stark and Banner are going 
on the offensive by designing an artificially 
intelligent weapon—Ultron—that Stark 
hopes will protect the world so he can 
retire, a wish the real Downey Jr. clearly 
carries in his bones. Naturally, Ultron 
decides he can best protect the world by 
exterminating every human on it. Given the 
film massacres four battalions of bloodless 
PG-13-appropriate robots, you can’t really 
blame this bad guy, either. Whedon flirts 
with the idea that the destructive Avengers 
are bad for the environment. They’re defi¬ 
nitely bad for real-estate developers, as they 
Hulk-smash several cities. (Stark thought¬ 
fully purchases a skyscraper seconds before 
he flattens it to rubble.) Of all the fated 
moments in the most foretold hit of the 
summer, the most honest comes when two 
robots stand on a hill admitting that man¬ 
kind is doomed. Perhaps in 2035, an android 
can direct the 20th Avengers sequel.

AGE OF ADALINE Blake Lively, quietly 
dazzling in pictures like The Town and 
the almost embarrassingly enjoyable 
Sisterhood of the Traveling Pants series, 
has been off the scene since Oliver 
Stone's 2012 Savages, presumably just 
living an actual life. She returns at last in 
Lee Toland Krieger's romantic melodrama 
The Age ofAdaline, playing a woman, 
born at the turn of the century, who 
miraculously survives a serious car acci¬ 
dent and, as the result of a half-magical, 
half-scientific fluke, is rendered age¬ 
less. That's not so bad, even if Adaline's 
daughter (Ellen Burstyn) eventually looks 
old enough to be her mother. The real 
problems kick in when Adaline falls in 
love with a hottie some 75 years her 
junior (Michiel Huisman), whose dad 
(Harrison Ford) wonders why his son's 
lithe young girlfriend looks so familiar. 
Actually, it's all way more innocent than 
it sounds: The Age ofAdaline is clearly 
striving for the starry intrigue of, say, The 
Time Traveler's Wife, and Lord knows 
we could use a good romantic weeper 
before the full-on summer-movie assault. 
But everything is just a little off: The plot 
is resolved too tidily, and Lively appears 
ill at ease—she's stiff and self-con¬ 
sciously ladylike, as if she were a little 
embarrassed by the material. She does 
get to wear a nice assortment of vintage¬ 
looking dresses and cardigans, including 
a liquid burgundy evening gown that 
could have been borrowed from Barbara 
Stanwyck's wardrobe for The Lady Eve. 
Lively wears it well, but for now, at least, 
time isn't on her side. (PG-13) Stephanie 
Zacharek.

IRIS Iris Apfel isn't exactly a household 
name, unless we're talking about very 
stylish households. From 1950 to 1992 
Apfel ran Old World Weavers, the busi¬ 
ness she co-founded with her husband, 
Carl, which faithfully re-created antique 
textiles for use in home decorating: From 
grand Park Avenue drapes to demure 
White House settees, the duo's histori¬ 
cally accurate fabrics made their way into 
any number of upper-crusty redecorating 
schemes. But today Apfel, 93, is less well 
known for dressing interiors and more 
famous for dressing herself. She's what's 
known in fashion parlance as a style icon, 
though the fatuous blandness of that 
term doesn't come close to describing 
the visual exuberance of her look: On a 
random day Apfel might sport—in addi¬ 
tion to her trademark cropped silver hair 
and round-rimmed spectacles—a satin 
patchwork jacket in Marrakesh colors, 
a pair of velvet smoking slippers with a 
screw embroidered on the toe of one 
and the letter "U" emblazoned on the 
other, and no fewer than six jumbo amber 
bead necklaces. Plus five bright bakelite 
bangles—on each arm. Apfel is the 
subject of Albert Maysles' Iris, one of the 
final documentaries made by the revered 
nonfiction filmmaker before he died this 
past March. Maysles' camera opens its 
eyes wide to Apfel, taking the measure 
of her wildly beautiful and witty outfits 
as if it can hardly believe what it sees. 
There's delight here in Maysles' way of 
seeing. When it's time to go, this is the 
way to do it, with nothing but openness to 
joy and beauty: Iris is a wonderful parting 
shot. (Not Rated) Stephanie Zacharek.

EX MACHINA ExMachina is an egghead 
thriller with a scary selling point: It's a 
smart film about the shrinking divide 
between man and robot. It's also a hoot, an 
anti-comedy where all of the jokes double 
as threats, and vice versa. Ex Machina is 
the directorial debut of sci-fi screenwriter 
Alex Garland. It's the film version of an 
iPhone: small, expensive-looking, and 
a touch overhyped—plus an addictive 
sales pitch for whatever Garland makes 
next. Our hero is computer coder Caleb 
(Domhnall Gleeson), a nervous 26-year-old 
smartypants tasked by tech billionaire 
Nathan (Oscar Isaac) with investigating 
a robot named Ava (the symmetrically 
perfect Swedish actress Alicia Vikander), 
who has big boobs, a see-through stom¬ 
ach, and a child's curiosity about the world 
beyond her locked living quarters. Nathan 
wants Caleb to see if she passes the Turing 
Test—can her mind pass for a human's? 
The film keeps us at a remove, asking us, 
too, to observe and deduce. But Caleb 
has a harder time staying logical. As Ava 
and Caleb begin to bond, she covers her 
machinery with girlish dresses. Vikander's 
posture is so erect and her balletic walk so 
precise that she's convincing as a machine 
who's convincing as a human—she lets 
us understand why Caleb almost forgets 
about her circuitry, even as she reminds us 
to stay alert. Eventually, she'll ask Caleb a 
question he's afraid to answer: What will 
Nathan do with her if Caleb decides her 
wiring isn't perfect? The answer is inevita¬ 
ble. But the route Ex Machina takes to get 
there is full of fun detours—robot nudity, 
disco dancing, digressions on Jackson 
Pollock—that celebrate Garland's own 
imperfect chaos, an achievement worth 
applause. (R) Amy Nicholson. Countywide. 

TRUE STORY British director Rupert Goold's 
debut feature is a too-tasteful movie about 
a deeply unsavory subject: In 2002, ambi¬ 
tious and prolific New York Times reporter 
Michael Finkel—here played by Jonah 
Hill—was fired for bending the facts in a 
Times magazine cover story about slave 
trading in modern-day Africa. As we see 
in the movie, he flies back to his home 
base in Montana in shame, struggling to 
rebuild his reputation. Then he learns that 
his name has been "stolen" by an Oregon 
man who's just been arrested on suspicion 
of murdering his wife and three small 
children. Finkel meets with the man, creepy 
charmer Christian Longo (James Franco), 
who fawns over his writing and makes an 
enticing offer: He claims he can prove his 


innocence and will tell his story exclusively 
to Finkel. Finkel takes the bait and—bet you 
didn't see this coming—learns more about 
his own dark side as he delves into Longo's. 
Especially for a movie that springs from a 
horrific and grisly crime, True Sfo/yfeels 
undershaped and indistinct; it's too dispas¬ 
sionate to be genuinely chilly. The focus is 
on the snake and snake-charmer interplay 
between Longo and Finkel, but not even 
that has the right degree of heft. The actors 
strive, with white-knuckle determination, to 
make the damn thing work. Even if we don't 
know how Finkel could buy so willingly into 
Longo's bill of goods, Hill—with his intent 
stare, the look of a man whose nerve end¬ 
ings have been frayed to bits—somehow 
makes us believe in the man's psychic suf¬ 
fering. But what to do about Franco? He's 
a gifted, hardworking actor; the problem 
is that all of his work shows (R) Stephanie 
Zacharek. Countywide. 

THE WATER DIVINER Russell Crowe proves 
to be a proficient director in need of better 
material with The Water Diviner, an adapta¬ 
tion of Andrew Anastasios and Dr. Meaghan 
Wilson-Anastasios' inspired-by-true-events 
novel. In 1919, Joshua Connor (Crowe), a 
"water diviner"—i.e., someone with the 
quasi-mystical ability to use tuning rods 
to locate underground H20—is left alone 
after his wife (Jacqueline McKenzie) com¬ 
mits suicide, shattered by the death of her 
three sons atWWI's 1915 Battle of Gallipoli. 
Determined to honor her wishes, Connor 
travels to the famed Turkish battlefield, 
where he endeavors to locate his boys' 
corpses and, ultimately, one child he hopes 
is still alive. Crowe's visual framing and 
dramatic staging are as assured as his com¬ 
pelling lead performance. Yet as his story 
becomes weighed down by issues of cross- 
cultural understanding, forgiveness, and sec¬ 
ond chances—the latter through Connor's 
relationship with a Turkish commander 
(Yilmaz Erdogan) and budding romance 
with a single mother (Olga Kurylenko) who 
believes her missing-in-action husband may 
still return home—the film comes to feel like 
a slight, straightforward tale distended to 
tedious lengths. Still, marked by aesthetic 
elegance and narrative inertia, it delivers 
at least one unforgettable scene: that of an 
injured soldier forced to listen to the last 
agonizing moans of his fallen frontline com¬ 
rades. (R) Nick Schager. Countywide. 

WHILE WE'RE YOUNG When you're young, 
to be old—even just the 44 kind of old—is 
unimaginable. There's no single moment 
of passing to the other side; the only thing 
that's real is the bewilderment of realizing 
that you've somehow squeezed through 


to it. That bewilderment is the guiding 
force of Noah Baumbach's fearless half-a- 
comedy While We're Young, an unsparing 
consideration of what makes the young 
different from the not-so-young. Ben Stiller 
plays a onetime documentary filmmaker 
who's hit his forties and stalled out on the 
masterpiece he's been painstakingly craft¬ 
ing for years. He gets a jolt when he meets 
young aspiring filmmaker Jamie (Adam 
Driver) and his artisanal-ice-cream-maker 
wife, Darby (Amanda Seyfried), both about 
twenty years his junior. Josh is inspired 
by their energy, their casual generosity, 
their drive to "make stuff," and while his 
wife, Cornelia (Naomi Watts), isn't sold at 
first, eventually she, too, falls prey to the 


couple's charms. But it turns out that Jamie 
is a climber of the worst sort and, tragically 
for Josh, perhaps one with actual talent. 
Baumbach's eighth feature isn't just sharp, 
it's serrated—its jokes, and there are lots 
of them, come at you with rows and rows 
of tiny teeth. Even if Baumbach betrays 
annoyance with the sense of entitlement 
and souffle-high overconfidence of millen- 
nials, in the end he comes down hardest on 
beleaguered Josh, his semi-hero. He's the 
one we most frequently laugh at, but also 
the one we feel the most for. Youth may 
be wasted on the young, but midlife ennui 
is unbecoming, and While We're Young 
refuses to give in to middle-aged self-pity.

Theater of the Trabajadores 

UC Irvine’s Brown Bag Theater Co. preps a play about the school’s Latino service workers

W hen asked what percent¬ 
age of UC Irvine’s ser¬ 
vice workers are Latino, 
Amanda Novoa thinks for a 
moment, then says, “Well, just by looking, I’d 
say 98 percent, but I’m just making that up.” 

She’s being facetious, but the intent is 
clear: A huge portion 
of the people who 
prepare meals, clean 
bathrooms and mow 
grass on the sprawl¬ 
ing campus of more 
than 23,000 students 
is Latino. That’s why 
it makes sense that 
Brown Bag Theater 
Co., a group of stu¬ 
dents and faculty 
advisers using theater 
to promote diversity, 
is putting its creative 
focus on a part of the 
campus population 
that is always seen 
but rarely heard. 

“Some people who 
heard about this proj¬ 
ect were like, ‘Why 
would you want to 
talk about that?”’ says 
Novoa, who, along 
with Julianna Ojeda, 
is co-director of 
the student-created 
play The Service Workers Project, Contra 
La Corriente—Against the Current, which 
opens Friday. “But that’s kind of the point. 
These are people who make the university 
function; they are there every day, and if 
they’re not there, things do not go well. 

So it’s about thanking them—not just UCI 
service workers, but service workers in 
general. It’s about not ignoringthem, 
about letting people know they have lives, 
families, struggles, a voice that needs to be 
heard, and that they’re very proud of what 
they’ve accomplished.” 

The company, which was formed three 
years ago by UCI professor Lonnie Alcaraz, 
a longtime lighting designer at South Coast 
Repertory and other top theaters across 
the country, didn’t set out to produce a play 
about the strikes and protests that con¬ 
vulsed the UCI campus in 2010 (includ¬ 
ing a sit-in by workers and students that 
resulted in 17 arrests that February). 

“We didn’t set out to tell a story about a 
strike; we set out to tell the service work¬ 
ers’ stories,” Alcaraz says. “We wanted to 
engage with the community, and when 
you do that to create a play, there are so 
many ways to get it wrong and not a lot of 
ways to get it right.” 


The key to making it right, Alcaraz says, 
is “not going in with an agenda, but to hear 
their stories. We didn’t go in and say, We 
wanted to know about your plight at the 
university.’ We want to get to know [them].” 

Using those stories as inspiration, play¬ 
wright Wind Woods, who is working on 


a Ph.D. from UCI’s theater department, 
crafted a story about events leading up 
to one strike. “It’s not any specific year 
or any specific strike, but it is the idea of 
workers uniting and striking and being 
successful in asking for something they 
deserved,” Novoa says. “And we’ve taken 
a very artistic, creative approach to the 
story, something that you have to use your 
imagination for.” 

The wounds of the bruising battle for 
the service workers’ rights are still fresh. 
Though dining workers were the first in- 
sourced in 2006, it took strikes, protests 
and sit-ins to get all the workers recog¬ 
nized. “There was a lot of noise,” Novoa 
says. It wasn’t until 2012 that the final 
group, custodial workers, was made cam¬ 
pus employees, with perks such as ben¬ 
efits and sick days. (UCI was the last UC 
campus to in-source its service workers.) 

Though events and personalities lead¬ 
ing up to one strike is the plot of Brown 
Bag’s play, its deeper chords and rhythms 
have more to do with something Alcaraz, 
Novoa and the rest of the 30-person club 
realized about the service workers: the 
deep sense of familia. 

“Obviously, within the Hispanic culture, 


family is very important, but the service 
workers have two families: one on campus 
and one at home,” Alcaraz says. “Many of 
them work with their cousins, brothers and 
sisters, and what we found is that they were 
so open [to] welcoming us into that family.” 

Through the process, Novoa, who also 


served as community-engagement coordi¬ 
nator, met with many service workers, both 
in organized parties attended by club mem¬ 
bers and service workers and their families, 
as well as on her own, attending birthday 
parties and weddings. Through her out¬ 
reach, she estimates she got to know more 
than 100 people. And what she discovered 
helped put something big in perspective. 

“In spending so much time with them 
and seeing how focused they are and so 
loving to one another, it really made me 
view my own life,” she says. “The person 
is more important than anything else, 
and even in their jobs, they focus on fam¬ 
ily and their relationships. And that is so 
different from our world, which is so fast- 
paced and about getting things done and 
work and money. They just have a very 
different outlook on life, and it actually 
made me sort of jealous.”

Belle du Jerk 

L ast week, the alternative-health 
community took a blow so big it's 
making it look as if it's even more 
full of horseshit than expected in the 
eyes of conventional medicine. And 
the turd is Belle Gibson, an Australian 
"wellness" blogger and creator of the 
wildly popular lifestyle app the Whole 
Pantry. Gibson claimed she had 
cured her brain cancer with solely 
natural remedies, including cutting 
out sugar, going gluten-free, eating 
a whole-foods diet, meditating—the 
living goddess probably went on some 
vision quests, too. She gained hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of dollars in profit 
from poor souls seeking a different 
way to heal. 

But Gibson never had cancer. In 
her brilliant article in VICE, Emma 
Do points out that it's not surprising 
Gibson conned as long as she did, 
since you'd look like an asshole for 
questioning someone with a severe 
illness. But Gibson's friends called her 
out when they noticed their pal hugely 
overstated how much money she 
actually donated to nonprofits from 
the app's sales. 

The real, disheartening issue with 
Gibson's story isn't that humans are 
evil; it's that it makes it even harder 
for consumers to choose the right 
combination of natural and conven¬ 
tional medicine. The alternative com¬ 
munity is awash with bloggers akin to 
Gibson, and because scientists don't 
often test natural remedies, anec¬ 
dotes are often the only information. 

Lesson learned? There is no 
cure-all. Chemo has cured as many 
cancers as not, and natural remedies 
work for some and not others. Just 
because something wears a label 
with trendy buzzwords, doesn't mean 
it's healthy. Research, folks. And Gib¬ 
son? Fuck off.

Unreal Realism 

Rich Pineda of Renaissance Studios 


O range County is full of tat- 

tooers focusing on American 
traditional and fine-line 
black-and-gray work. But Rich 
Pineda of San Clemente’s Renaissance 
Studios focuses his work on color realism. 

“Everything I do has a realistic 
approach,” Pineda says. “Sometimes, I’ll 
do surrealism, but then it’s just a realistic 
approach to an unrealistic thing, like a 
flower morphing into a skull.” 

Like any modern tattoo artist, Pineda is 
open to venturing outside of his comfort 
zone from time to time. Although now 
that he’s made a name for himself with 
color work and found a home at Renais¬ 
sance, Pineda can pick and choose his 
clients. “If a person is dead-set on black- 
and-gray, I’ll do it, but I’m not sure why 
they’d choose me to do it,” Pineda says. “If 
it’s something I’m not interested in, I just 
won’t take it on.” 

Many tattooers spend decades getting 
to the point at which they can turn down 
work. The 42-year-old started in the 
industry about five years ago, after years 
of odd jobs while living in Yucca Valley 
and pursuing a career in music. 

“I was engineering music out of my 
home studio, and I had a friend who was 
a tattoo artist,” Pineda says. “I knew it 
was a hard way to make a living, but I 
did my first tattoo two weeks later, and it 
changed everything.” 

For Pineda, the transition into the job 
couldn’t have gone smoother. Not only 
did his preferred realistic style of artwork

translate perfectly into tattoos, but Pineda 
already had a mentor in place to show him 
the ropes: Jeff Cooper. Plus, his experi¬ 
ence in the music world fit the tattoo 
industry flawlessly. 

“I tried to make it in music for so long 
that I was used to the late nights. I used 
to spend nights driving home from clubs 
in the middle of nowhere,” Pineda says. 
“This feels very much like that, and it’s a 
similar high to being onstage as a musi¬ 
cian. It’s much more stable, though—a 
lot of rock stars have day jobs, but this is 
what I do for a living.” 

Pineda believes that starting his career 
later was the best thing that could’ve 
happened to him. “When I was 18,1 was 
a fucking idiot. If this happened to me at 
18, I’d probably be dead in a ditch some¬ 
where,” Pineda says. “I wake up every 
day, and I say, ‘Oh, shit, I can’t believe 
this is my life.’ I’m a family man now. My 
wife and kids come in and hang out at the 
shop; this is the most comfortable shop 
I’ve ever been at.”

Mecca Fest 

Desert Daze fills your artistic thirst without draining your wallet

I t’s a Thursday evening in early April, 
and Desert Daze founder Phil Pir- 
rone is holed up at the LA home of 
his art director, Mason Rothschild. 
They are mapping out the festival’s slate 
of installations and discussing the sets 
they’ll play with their respective bands. 
With just a month to go, Pirrone still has 
a long to-do list to check off before the 
newly expanded psych-rock-flavored 
music-and-art festival returns to Sunset 
Ranch Oasis in Mecca on Saturday. 

In addition to more than a dozen inter¬ 
active art offerings, the festival’s fourth 
edition features its largest single-day 
lineup, with more than 40 bands, includ¬ 
ing Warpaint, Deap Vally, the Budos Band 
and RJD2. The daylong event has also 
beefed up its production and expanded 
camping and dining options in anticipa¬ 
tion of as many as 5,000 fans descending 
on the desert oasis. Now, Pirrone and his 
team are being forced to navigate some 
of the less-than-sexy minutiae of event 
planning, such as additional security, dust 
control and parking-lot expansion—things 
their careers as musicians and artists offer 
little preparation for. 

<r We’re in the awkward teenage phase 
of being a festival, so there are challenges 
and new hoops to jump through,” Pirrone 
says. “It’s a new level of detail. This is a 
total new kind of chapter for us, and we’re 
just at the beginning of it.” 

No one expected or intended for Des¬ 
ert Daze to get this big—at least not this 
quickly. In just four years, the gathering 
has evolved from what was essentially an 
extended Coachella party with a few dozen 


attendees to a full-scale festival. The inau¬ 
gural 2012 event unintentionally became 
one of the world’s longest consecutive 
music festivals, with 120 acts playing two 
stages at Dillon Roadhouse in Desert Hot 
Springs over the course of 11 straight days 
and nights. The following year, it was scaled 
back to a more focused single day and relo¬ 
cated to the idyllic outdoor Sunset Ranch 
Oasis with just two dozen bands. This year 
is the first time it won’t bookend or overlap 
with Coachella. But Pirrone insists the goal 
was never about stepping out from the 
shadow of that famous Ferris wheel. 

In a saturated market in which standing 
out typically means going bigger—exclu¬ 
sive reunions, hit-making headliners, 
more stages and corporate branding 
galore—Desert Daze strives to remain 
a DIY-minded event for fans and artists 
alike. “We want it to be like a recharge 
station for everyone. A day where people 
can get motivated and inspired and take 
that energy back into their everyday life,” 
Pirrone explains. “In a lot of ways, it’s the 
antithesis of the mega-fest.” 

That’s part of why it has been largely 
organized and executed by the artists 
playing and participating in it. Though 
Pirrone is enlisting the expertise of 
festival-production professionals this year, 
the core of Desert Daze is an evolving col¬ 
laboration made up of the Moon Block 
Party. The dozen or so circles of Southern 
Californian musicians, labels, studios and 
artists who make up this grassroots col¬ 
lective also put on the beloved Pomona 
festival of the same name. 

Originally an attendee of Desert Daze, 


Rothschild now heads its art department 
as well as performs there with his LA- 
based psych-synth outfit, Fever the Ghost. 
Pirrone also performs at the fest, with his 
project JJUUJJUU, and his wife, Julie, 
plays drums with festival faves Deap Vally 
while also helping to run the event. 

Fans are invited to become part of the 
experience as volunteers, street-team 
members, interns, artists and vendors, often 
in exchange for free attendance. Organizers 
also try to keep ticket prices comparatively 
low to ensure the event remains inclusive. 
For example, a basic ticket and camping 
pass costs a combined $75. 

“For me, there’s such a different atmo¬ 
sphere for someone on the ground,” Roth¬ 
schild says. “Everyone is hanging out, and 
no one is sequestered in a green room. It’s 
the most fun festival to play because it feels 
like a community event. People are inspired 
and involved in what’s going on and not 
just there to shotgun beers and do drugs.” 

Jenn Serpa Bootow, who attended art 
school with Pirrone and helms the festi¬ 
val’s marketing and artist relations, says 
letting Desert Daze continue to develop 
organically is essential to its ongoing suc¬ 
cess. That’s the strategy she takes when 
it comes to curating the lineups, which 
feature a blend of left-of-the-dial favorites 
such as Minus the Bear and Failure, but 
she also tries to keep an eye on younger 
artist development. 

“We book whatever we’re really into at 
the time, and that hasn’t lead us astray so 
far. We’ll book someone who hasn’t played 
in a longtime, world-music acts, and peo¬ 
ple you see a spark in but who don’t really 


get the time of day at larger festivals,” 
Serpa Bootow says, naming rising LA acts 
Deap Vally, Mystic Braves and Corners as 
among those who got their start with the 
fest. “Lots of people leave saying they dis¬ 
covered their new favorite bands. That’s 
really something we take pride in.” 

Pirrone doesn’t deny the reality that 
there’s a festival bubble, particularly 
in Southern California, but he believes 
keeping Desert Daze, as well as Moon 
Block Party, community-focused is what 
will continue their success. “Bigger isn’t 
necessarily better,” he says. “For us, that 
has never really been the end game. We’d 
rather dial in on what we’re doing.” 

Though its rising profile has attracted 
growing interest from corporate spon¬ 
sors, the fest’s organizers prefer to stay 
selective about who they work with, even 
if it means having to keep their day jobs. 
“This started as an experiment, really, so 
it’s hard to say what our goals are. I would 
like to continue making events with 
friends,” Pirrone says. 

Accommodating its popularity could 
mean Desert Daze one day hits the road 
to other cities, rather than sprawl out in 
Mecca. “If we could go on the road with 
this thing, that would bring it full circle, 
really,” Pirrone says. “I want to give any¬ 
one who’s looking for a different festival 
experience a place to go.”

Rude Boy: The Movie skanks into OC’s old ska scene

G abriel Zavala remembers viv¬ 
idly what Friday nights were 
like when he was a teenager in 
Anaheim. The director would 
get ready for a night of dancing at Cloud 9, 
a popular club inside Knott’s Berry Farm 
where kids of every subculture—punks, 
Goths, material girls, rude boys—would 
congregate religiously to hear the big¬ 
gest New Wave hits, as well as 2-Tone ska 
tracks by (now classic) heavy hitters such 
as the Specials, Madness and the Selecter. 
Zavala and his buds counted themselves 
as rude boys from the suits to the Vespas. 

It was these experiences, plus Zavala’s 
undying love of ska, that inspired him to 
create a film based on the scene and to 
reconnect audiences with a style of music 
that has seemingly been left out of cinema 
and people’s imaginations. The result is 
Rude Boy: The Movie. 

As an adult, Zavala admits he hadn’t 
recalled anything about his youth until 
he and some family members waxed 
nostalgic on a vacation in Cancun some 
years ago. “My brother Oliver and I were 
enjoying some cocktails and reminisc¬ 
ing about when we were kids. We used 
to share a bedroom, and so naturally, 
he witnessed my adolescent transition 
from geeky nerd to copacetic ‘rude boy,”’ 
Zavala explains. 

“He was only 10 at the time, and I was 
about 15, but his recollection of the era 
was so vivid and detailed we found our¬ 
selves just laughing and reliving all the 
crazy stunts I used to pull with my scooter 
friends. It left me yearning for those 
days—the fashion, the music, the ’80s.” 

Zavala was working as a sound engi¬ 
neer, directing and editing music videos, 
when he and Oliver decided to develop a 
screenplay. They wanted to make the film 
as reflective of Orange County as possible, 
from the actors to the crew to the locations, 
so such familiar landmarks of OC as Ana¬ 
heim’s Boysenberry Park appear in the film, 
as well as some members of local ska bands 


such as Half Past Two and the Skeletones. 

After a failed Kickstarter, Zavala was 
able to pool together $10,000. He and 
his brother called on their friend Julian 
Camarillo to serve as producer and Clin¬ 
ton Calton of punk band D.I. to compose 
original music. (Both Zavalas work in 
the music industry; Oliver has been a 
musician for Starpool, Save Ferris, the 
Untouchables, Fishbone and more.) 

The film, which took more than five 
years to complete, centers on a young 
Mexican-American teenager named Rudy 
Gonzalez, who is an awkward outcast at 
school and at home until he discovers the 
2-Tone ska movement. Much of the story 
is based on Zavala’s personal experiences 
as a youth, from his rude boy period to his 
being bullied at school, an element that he 
admits he had reservations about being 
so open with. “This was particularly dif¬ 
ficult for me,” Zavala says. “After several 
read-throughs and much contemplation, I 
knew the story had to be told.” 

While Rudy’s underdog story is rent¬ 
able, audiences will surely get a kick out of 
watching the dance scenes at Cloud 9, in 
which everyone joins in a skanking frenzy 
at the start of the Specials’ “Concrete 
Jungle,” followed by other massive ska 
hits. A screening of the film earlier this 
month at the Frida Cinema in Santa Ana 
filled up, proving OC’s devotion to the ska 
scene isn’t completely gone. Zavala has 
also submitted Rude Boy to film festivals 
around the country. 

When asked about his favorite part of 
the filmmaking process, Zavala replies it 
was teaching the actors how to skank and 
time traveling to his cherished memories. 
“Re-creating the ’80s and visiting my old 
stomping grounds gave me an opportunity 
to reflect on where I had come from,” he 
says, “and where I was going.”

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Hardcore 

Henchmen 

H alf Goon are a weird, hardcore hybrid that's 
tough to put your finger on. Sporting a more 
visceral sound than most bands coming out of 
Long Beach or OC, the fiery four-piece have been 
tearing shit up since playing their first 15-minute 
set at Alex's Bar in August 2013. 

The band started with bassist Erik Varho and 
drummer Colin Knight "jamming on some weirdo 
heavy noisy stuff because that's what we figured 
out we actually enjoyed playing," Varho says. 
Zach Willett came in shortly after, bringing his 
grating spaced-out guitar tone and solidifying 
their sound. The three wrote "TERRORIZER" as 
an instrumental before asking vocalist Adam 
Sepulveda to join. "We wanted him because he 
was one of our best friends from high school, 
and [we] had a feeling he could go really wild. 

We didn't have a PA when we would practice, so 
we pretty much had no idea what Adam sounded 
like or was saying until he recorded vocals for 
the first EP." 

Knight recorded, mixed and mastered "TER¬ 
RORIZER" in his parents' living room. It took them 
about a weekto record all the tracks, but being 
a perfectionist, it took him much longer to mix it. 
For Half Goon, it was worth the wait. With equally 
fresh album art by Drano-Cat, the record has 
been well-received, even getting the attention of 
Maximum Rock'n'Roll last summer. 

Filling sweaty spaces throughout Southern 
California, Half Goon never fail to leave crowds 
exhausted and disoriented just from watching 
them. Their fuzzy lows and well-planned rhythms 
stay in your psyche, begging to be analyzed. Wil¬ 
lett's insane guitar riffs float ominously, waiting 
patiently for the right moment to transition from 
a spiral to a sonic blitzkrieg, and Sepulveda's 
aggressive, Henry Rollins-meets-Jim Morrison 
vocals will stick in your mind well after they've 
left the stage. 

After having some success with "TERROR-

IZER," Half Goon tooktheir sound on the road. 
"Touring has been an adventure," says Willett. 
"It's been on our bucket list since we were kids, 
and we finally did it for the first time together." 
They hit up the West and the Southwest with 
more established OC hardcore outfits Bad Antics 
and the Coltranes in 2014. Outside Orange County 
and Long Beach, Half Goon's patented spacey 
doom/shred has been met with mixed reviews. 
"People have said nice things," says Knight, "but 
others have actually told me in person they don't 
like it at all." 

Last year was a good one for the guys in 
Half Goon. After playing tons of shows, they 
self-recorded a new EP, Lips to Waste , which 
Knight promises "should be coming out, uh, 
pretty soon." Reflecting on some of their past 
local shows, Varho recalls how "[despite] 
clearing a few rooms," responses have been 
"much more positive than I ever thought [they] 
would be." Half Goon's jarring experimental 
hardcore couldn't have come at a better time 
in the local scene. Varho hopes people will 
take away a "general sense of unease" after 
catching a show. Sepulveda hopes that people 
take away "whatever they want. Even if they 
absolutely despise it, come and see us and tell 
us why." 

Half Goon is saying something, but listeners 
have to work to hear it.
